THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Mont Vernon in 
the County of Hillsborough, and in said state, 
qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town 
Hall in said Mont Vernon, on Tuesday, the eleventh 
day of March next, at ten of the clock in the fore- 
noon, to act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year 
and make appropriation for the same. 


3d. To see if the town will vote to allow a dis- 
count on property taxes of three per cent if paid in 
full before July 1, and two per cent if paid before 
August 1. 


4. To see if the town will vote to accept State 
Aid for construction of the Class 2 road known as 
the Francestown Turnpike, and raise and appropri- 
ate for said purpose the sum of $669.00, or will ac- 
cept State Aid for the construction of Class 5 roads 
and raise and appropriate for said purpose the sum 
of $448.70. 


5. To see if the town will authorize the Select- 
men to borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


6. To see if the town will authorize the Select- 
men to administer or dispose of any real estate ac- 
quired through Tax Collector’s deeds. 


7. To transact any other business that may le- 
gally come before said meeting. 
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Given under our hands and seal this eighteenth 
day of February, in the year of the Lord nineteen 
hundred and forty-one.

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REPORT OF OVERSEER OF POOR 


During the past year the Orange and Blue Food 
Stamps for relief were put into use in Hillsborough 
County. This has increased the relief allowance by 
50% and has unquestionably been of great assist- 
ance to recipients. During parts of the past year 
there have been three County relief cases, one of 
which has been transferred to Old Age Assistance, 
one moved to Manchester, and another a part time 
border line case. There have been no Town Cases. 

The revised Old Age Assistance law was in ef- 
fect on January 1, 1940, allowing assistance at the 
age of 65 years instead of former age of 70 years. 
At present there are six cases of such aid, one of 
which is residing out of the state and two have 
moved to adjacent towns. In these cases, as in the 
others, the town pays its proportion (25%) of the 
costs and will continue to until settlement is ac- 
quired (5 years) in their place of residence.

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DALAND MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


The year 1940 has proved a successful one from 
the standpoint of circulation, with a gain of 400 
over last year, partly due to the fact that the library 
has been open 104 out of a possible 105 times, which 
was impossible last year owing to unavoidable con- 
ditions. 

We have added 160 new books, among them 
some interesting biographical works, children’s 
books, and as much of recent fiction as possible with 
available funds. The State Aid to which we are en- 
titled has given us 20 valuable books and 36 have 
been purchased with the income from the Welling- 
ton, Bancroft, Conant Fund for books. Others have 
been donated by Mr. Winthrop B. Wood, Mrs. 
George D. Kittredge, Mrs. John Bailey, Miss Mary 
E. Bancroft, Miss Emma C. Flint, Mrs. W. H. Ken- 
dall, and several in memory of Mrs. May V. Peck, 
a former trustee. All of these are hereby gratefully 
acknowledged. 

Mrs. Lucia Auryansen has given the library a 
subscription to Current Biography, a recently pub- 
lished magazine which fills a long felt want for 
reference, among our high school pupils, since it is 
difficult to get data on living people of note in every 
vocation. 

In addition to the citizens of the town, the 
library is glad to be of service to our summer resi- 
dents and visitors who patronize it quite generally, 
and who have often shown their appreciation by 
kindly and complimentary comments on the collec- 
tion of books they find here. 

We have nine magazines on the reading table 
which we subscribe for, and some others which are 
donated, also the Milford Cabinet, which the pub- 
lisher kindly sends us. 
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During the year the books have been rearranged 
and 52 worn and obsolete books were discarded, to 
make room for others, as need of more shelf is be- 
coming imperative. 

Recently Mrs. W. H. Kendall has presented to 
the library a framed picture of her husband with a 
bronze plate inscribed: “Deacon William H. Ken- 
dall, Trustee Daland Library, Mont Vernon, N. H., 
1901-1937,” commemorating his long service as 
trustee of the library. 

We have suffered the loss of a faithful janitor 
by the death in January of George W. Pike, who 
had served in that capacity since the library was 
built in 1909. 

The Librarian is grateful for the assistance and 
cooperation of all connected with the library and 
hopes in the coming year that even better service 
may be extended to those who are interested in 
availing themselves of the advantages offered.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Mont Vernon: 


Purposes in Defense 


The unsettled condition of world affairs de- 
mands a “bold and comprehensive program for the 
defense of American democracy,” as a recent state- 
ment puts it. This program may be considered in 
three parts—military, economic, and moral. 

Industry is rapidly providing the new mechan- 
ized instruments of war. The training of men to 
operate them goes on apace. We are making every 
effort to establish an effective military defense. 

The economic depression must be conquered 
and the millions of unemployed returned to produc- 
tive effort. Recent figures indicate progress has 
been made to bring greater utilization of capital, 
labor, resources, and organizing skill. We aim to 
maintain the highest possible standard of living as 
is consistent with national defense. 

But the third aspect of defense is the most diffi- 
cult as it deals with the moral or spiritual. Preserva- 
tion of the ideals of democracy is indeed the watch- 
word. Understanding of the nature and goals of 
democracy is essential. Deep loyalties and devotion 
to the building of a better America is a second re- 
quirement. The maintenance of conditions con- 
ducive to national unity is still another necessity. 
We must prove to the world that democracy does 
function in a crisis. 

The first two aspects of defense are largely in 
the hands of government and industry. The schools 
as a unit in society play a minor part. But in the 
moral aspect, the schools have a very definite duty. 
We hope to and can achieve greater civic under- 
standing, firmer loyalties, and increased intellectu- 
al competence, as well as improved health and phy- 
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sical fitness. No one would advocate a shorter pro- 
gram for our youth. In fact, our leaders expect the 
youth to stay in school and point to education as a 
greater necessity than ever. Let the schools reflect 
the needs of the hour. 

Thus, we define our purposes as America 
hastens the defense of democracy. 


Teachers 


Mont Vernon succeeded in holding Miss Cate 
for only one year. Schools must yield to the inev- 
itable marriage contract. But we feel very thankful 
that the opening provided the opportunity to obtain 
the services of Mrs. Webber. She is rapidly finding 
her way into the hearts of pupils and parents. 


Pupil Achievement 


Last May we made rather extensive use of a 
testing program to determine where our pupils stood 
with respect to others of the same grade or age in 
other communities, and to determine our needs for 
emphasis during the current year. Below you will 
find a summary of the results by grades: 


Grade Grade Standard Mont Vernon Median 
2 2.8 2.5 
5 3.8 3.9 
4 4.8 4.4 
5 5.8 5.0 
6 6.8 6.8 


An explanation of the table may be appropriate. 
The first column indicates the grade tested in May 
1940. The second column shows the progress in the 
grade the pupils should score as a minimum or 2.8 
means the eighth month of grade 2. The third col- 
umn gives the actual scores of the six grades test- 
ed; as 3.9 or ninth month of the third grade. If a 
grade score is lower than the standard, then there 
is a weakness evident and a need for emphasis. 
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The results are not good. The third and sixth 
grades reached their grade level while the other 
three grades tested fell below. I cannot criticize 
them too severely because the number of pupils per 
grade is very small and inaccurate statements de- 
velop with small groups that are not evident in 
larger numbers. All I can say is that I believe the 
children did as well as possible at the time. Our 
plan this year has been to study these results and try 
to bring the level higher in subsequent tests.

Suggestions 


The playground becomes a reality with the 
rapidly moving months. Much remains to be ac- 
complished yet you now have a useful plot adja- 
cent to the building. Many types of games and ac- 
tivities can go on there. 

There are two other matters which I should ann 
to your attention. The toilet facilities should be im- 
proved as soon as finances allow and if proper 
drainage can be obtained. The second suggestion 
would concern a study of plans for the future. The 
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number of small children at present is apparently 
larger than in the immediate past. This means a 
larger enrollment in school with the resulting over- 
load upon one teacher.
